DR. ROBERT K. LENNAN 
Superintendent 

Dr. Robert Lennan has been ap- 
pointed by Dr. Wilson Riles, State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
as the new superintendent of the 
California School for the Deaf, Riv- 
erside effective July 1. 

Dr. Lennan is a native of New 
York City, N.Y. He received a B.S. 
degree from Springfield College in 
physical education, a M.S. Ed. from 
Gallaudet College, a M.A. in educa- 
tional administration and supervision 
from the National Leadership Train- 
ing Program at Californa State Uni- 


versity, Northridge, and a Doctor of 
Education degree in instructional 
technology from the University of 
Southern California. 

Dr. Lennan began his career as a 
dormitory counselor /physical educa- 
tion teacher at the American School 
for the Deaf in Connecticut in 1951. 
He taught at the New York School 
for the Deaf in White Plains for four 
years before joining the faculty at 
CSDR in 1957. He served as super- 
visor of the federally funded Pilot 
Project for Emotionally Disturbed 
Deaf Boys at this school from 1966-68 
and has been responsible for the 
administration and development of 
the Deaf Multi-Handicapped Unit since 
it was established in 1969. 

A major responsibility of the new 
superintendent will be to bring CSDR 
into compliance with Public Law 94- 
142. This new federal law will require 
the development of individualized 
education plans for all students in the 
school and the involvement of parents 
in the process. The new law will also 
require increased cooperation and 
coordination of services to hearing im- 
paired children between local school 
districts and the California School 
for the Deaf. 

Dr. Lennan and his wife, Mary, 
have five children. Susan and Patricia 
attend Riverside City College; Tim is 
a senior at Poly High School; Thomas 
is in the 8th grade at Gage Middle 
School; and Katherine is a sixth grad- 
er at Victoria Elementary School.

Mr. Newman came to CSDR in Septem- 
ber, 1953 as a math teacher in the Middle 
School.

For the 1977-78 school year, nine goals 
have been set up which are as follows: 

1.0 Develop a master education plan. 

2.0 Comply with the requirements of 
P.L. 94-142. 

3.0 Develop standardized procedures for 
professional staff evaluation. 

4.0 Develop a student behavior code. 

5.0 Develop guidelines and policies for 
coordination between departments. 

6.0 Review and evaluate existing curri- 
cula. 

7.0 Develop a position paper on the use 
of Total Communication. 

8.0 Develop a career education program, 
K-12. 

9.0 Explore ways in which CSDR can 
function most effectively as a model 
school and resource center. 

Ordinarily, there should be three or four 
goals per school year but an assessment 
of needs indicates that at this time we 
need to expand our scope. Because every- 
one is literally and figuratively up to their 
ears in Individual Education Programs 
(IEPs) required under P.L. 94-142, there 
is difficulty in setting up time lines for 
each goal. However, we are well into some 
of the goals and moving on with others. 
For example, we are on schedule with 2.0 
abjove and printed forms are on order for 
3.0. Each student has already been given 
a printed form of the Student Behavior 


Code and the Assistant Superintendent 
has already talked with the students on 
discipline procedures. We are on our way to 
printing a handbook on such procedures. 
A master education plan has already been 
prepared and as soon as the principals can 
complete all work involved with IEPs, they 
will each develop a department master 
education plan. 

The goals are comprehensive and ambi- 
tious but, so far, it appears we will be able 
to achieve most, if not all, of our goals be- 
fore the school year is out.

The media center is open and busy for the 1977-1978 
school year. Many of our teachers are already making good use 
of the new materials that were purchased recently . Dittos, 
filmstrips, transparencies, visual aids, booklets, and study 
prints covering a wide variety of topics are available now from 
"Our Ideas Are Great For ’78” display table. 

This school year, the I.M V C. welcomes its second media 
skills class. Seven High School juniors and one High School 
senior are now beginning to learn skills in local production 
that they will put to use in the completion of job assignments 
from the CSDR faculty. To date, the students have completed 
projects that call for dry mounting and laminating, lettering, 
poster design, transparency production, and duplicating. 

News from our Coordinator, Mr. Gerald Burstein, involves 
the circulation of captioned films. It may be of interest to 
know that for the school year of September 1, 1976 through 
August 31, 1977, captioned films were shown 2,375 times at 
CSDR with a total audience count of 2,637. At day school 
programs, other than CSDR, a total audience of 18,978 viewed 
captioned films 2,044 times. 

Our captioned films depository now has 885 captioned 
films. By the end of this school year we should have about 
960 captioned films on the shelves. With so many films to 
inventory and send out daily, Mr. Burstein certainly appre- 
ciates the help that he is getting from junior Frank Arnold 
who works every day in the captioned films room. 

Mr. Strahan reports that this year the TV studio has 
added a new piece of equipment, a turner-timer. With this 
device we can wire up a videotape recorder to the timer and 
have the recorder come on automatically to record a program 
in the evening. Using the tuner- timer we now record many 
programs that were impossible to record in the past. We can 
also record two different programs at the same time. The new 
TV class is busy working on their first newscasts of this new 
school year. The seven students are also beginning prepara- 
tions for their first special of the year to be recorded in 
November. 

Our librarian, Miss Johnson, wants to remind us that Nov. 
4-20 is Children’s Book Week. During that week the CSDR 
library will host the Seventh Annual Book Fair. Miss Johnson 
hopes that the students will save up their money and come by 
to purchase from the large selection of paperback books.
